According to an item which recent- 
ly appeared in the Xt-w York Times, 
a personality study of hard-of-hear- 
ing children was undertaken by Dr. 
Kudoph Pintner of Teachers College, 
Columbia University, assisted by a 
group of teachers, under a grant of 
the WTA. A large number of chil- 
dren m elementary schools of New 
York City with defective hearing 
were tested, from* which the results 
obtained are thus summarized: 

Children who arc hard of hearing, 
Dr. Pintner said, arc more introverted, 
more subject to iears and less well- 
adjusted emotionally than pupils 
wilh normal hearing. A more detailed 
study will be made, he revealed, to 
it whal effect different degrees 
of deafness have on the |x-rsonalily. 
When the analysis is Completed a 
program of training to enable part 
ly deaf pupils to adjust then, 
more favorably to their environment 
will be undertaken, he added. Inform-
